Polygamy a a Divine Institution, 

Not content to rest on the universal sense 
of civilized nations, as to the immorality of 
Polygamy, the exponents of Mormonism seek 
to reverse the decision of three thousand years, 
and carry the world back to the dark ages of 
Judaism. Because, say they, Abraham, and 
Isaac, and Jacob, were Polygamists, because 
the practice was then tolerated and they were 
not swept from the face of the globe; therefore, 
Polygamy is a Divine Institution, and should 
not only be now tolerated, but enforced as a 
duty. To make a plausible argument in its 
behalf, they quote scriptures most fluently, 
not to say glibly; and, with an assurance as 
cool as itis remarkable, challenge investiga- 


tion. 


-We do not propose, just now at least, to 
“take up the glove,” but our recollections 
impress us that the old patriarchs, as recorded 
in Genesis and the other books of the Penta- 
teuch, are said to have done a good many 
things, which would hardly meet with the 
approbation of men ut the present day. But 
our Mormon friends, it seems to us, in their 
haste to establish the divine character of their 
peculiar creed, like most other people who 
try to uphold an error, are constrained to 
prove too nmch. It don’t do to take things 
by titbits, and if they insist on taking a nibble 
they must perforce, logically, ‘‘bolt the whole 
animal.” 

- Now, inour reading of the Scriptures, we 
have no rémembrance of any passage wherein 
Jehovah commanded, much less enjoined, as 
a duty the doctrine of plurality; nor have we 


ever known any of its defenders to point out 


any such passage. Their argument seems to 
be briefly this: ‘‘Abraham” (for instance), 
“Wax o good man, who talked with God. 
Abraham took Hagar, his wife's hand maid, 
to wife, while Sarah was alive; God blessed 
and prospered Abraham, therefore, Polygamy 
is a Divine Institution.” Now, this sort of 
ratiocination may satisfy some minds, but it 
hardly meets the case. Abraham togk Hagar, 
not by virtue of any command from God, or 
with His approbation, so far as the Scriptures 
calighten us, but at the instauce of Sarah, his 
wife, Gen. 16, verse 2. “And Abrahani heark- 
And afterwards, 
when Sarai discovered the blunder she had 
made in this matter, when Hagar commenced 
‘putting on airs,” she said ‘to Abraham, “My 
wrong be upon thee: I have given my maid 
into thy bosom, and when she saw that she} 
had conceived, I was despised in her eyes; 
the Lord judge between thee and me;” verse 


5. ‘Then we are told that Abraham gave up 
Hagar into his wife’s hands to do as she 
listed, and that Sarah, by her cruelty, drove 
ber forth into the wilderness, a fugitive; that 
the Lord bid her return and submit herself to 
hex mistress. Ishmael was the fruit of the 


connection between Abraham and Hagar.
